Lo the citizens of the town of Plainfield: 

We beg leave to present our annual report of our do- 
ings for the year now closed. We are aware that the 
principal desire on the part of the average voter, in 
scanning the annual school report, is to see what, in the 
briefest space possible, has been done with the money 
entrusted to the hands of the Board. We are also aware 
that a large majority of citizens never read the comments 
and suggestions that are expected to accompany the 
report. Weare also aware that to another class, the 
omission of comments or suggestions, or such abbrevia- 
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tion as would amount to practical omission, would be 
construed to indicate a growing lack of interest in the 
we.fare of the schools, and a consequent severity of cen- 
sure therefor would be dealt out upon the heads of the 
Board that should attempt to labor in the line of econo- 
my by cutting down the printer’s bill. 

We therefore aim to hit upon the impossible but 
“happy mean” that will please everybody. The sub- 
stantial facts are presented in a compact and lucid form 
by districts. We have labored to the best of our ability 
to secure the best possible condition by placing the teach- 
ers in the especial schools to which they seemed to be 
adapted. Seven years of experience on the part of the 
Chairman of your Board convinces him that the question 
of adapting the peculiarities of the several trachers avail- 
able to the carefully-considered needs of the different 
districts is of more importance than is generally supposed. 

While it is an unpleasant fact that some districts con- 
tain scholars that seem to require a course of Corbettiza- 
tion, and would require a teacher with the main attribute 
of-a quality that would preserve order at all hazards and 
be successful in the proper sphere, the same person would 
be a total failure elsewhere... We have also learned that 
teachers are ‘born, not made,” as a rule, and we aim to 
secure this class to the extent of the means at hand. As 
a rule, we feel like speaking a word of praise for the work 
done during the year by our teachers; and we know that, 
in most cases, they have endeavored to earn the wages 
paid, and the parents have been well satisfied. We do 
not expect to live long enough to witness a year without 
exceptions to this rule. The Black Hill school is still in 
session, and of course we are unable to give the names of 
scholars there that may be entitled to be placed on the 
roll of honor. 3
